(7) Statewide Recreational Pro¬ 
gram—Resolved, that .this confer¬ 
ence recommend that the Califor¬ 
nia Real Estate Association co¬ 
operate in the establishment of a 
definite recreation policy and pro- 
for the State of California. 


Tremendous impetus was given 
them ovement for better commun¬ 
ity planting at the recent con¬ 
ference sponsored by the Califor¬ 
nia Real Estate Association. When 
the realty boards get behind the 
movement it will mean a compe¬ 
tition between cities for the best 
results, with unlimited means as¬ 
sured. 

Some of the worst offenders 
against the commonest rules of 
city planning in the past have 
been the subdividers. The new 
movement promises more in that 
direction than all that has been 
done in the past. The importance 
of the recent conference seems to 
make worth while the reprinting 
of the resolutions adopted as fol¬ 
lows: 

Resolutions of Realtors 

(1) Hold Conference at Least An¬ 
nually—Whereas, the first state¬ 
wide plan conference held upon 
call of the California Real Estate 
Association, has been widely at¬ 
tended, nearly 100 cities and coun¬ 
ties and realty boards sendng del¬ 
egates, and 

Whereas, this conference is ad¬ 
mittedly an overwhelning success, 
and will result in decided benefits 
to the state, and will further con¬ 
structive city building, and 

Whereas, similar conferences 
will be of the greatest value to 
the cities, countes and property 
owners, now therefore be it 

Resolved, that this conference 
be made at least an annual affair 
and that it adjourns to meet again 
upon call of the chairman of the 
City Plan Commttee. 

Control Subdivisions 

(2) Subdivision Control—Re¬ 
solved, that ths conference heart 
ily approves of the recommenda¬ 
tions made by Real Estate Com¬ 
missioner Gabbert on the control 
of real estate subdivisions, and 
that the California Real Estate 
Association cooperate in the es¬ 
tablishment of this control. 

(3) Condemn Metes and Bounds 
—Resolved, that this conference 
recommend that the California 
Real Estate Association endeavor 
to secure revision of the State 
Subdvisions Act so as to prevent 
the sale of metes and bounds sub¬ 
divisions, and so as to protect 
sound principles of community 
building in subdivision. 

(4) City Planning Commission 
for Each City—Resolved that 
this conference recommend that 
each city of California establish 
a city planning commission and 
proceed to the competent prepara¬ 
tion and adoption of an official 
comprehensive city plan which 
shall be a working program for 
the growth and development of 
the city, and that this conference 
recommend that the realty boards 
of the state cooperate heartily in 
this work. 

To Ensure Good Planning 

(5) County and Regional Planning 
Commissions—Resolved, that this 
conference recommend that state 
legislaton be secured authorizing 
the general establishment of coun¬ 
ty ami regional planning commis¬ 
sions in the state of California 
and recommend that the various 
counties and groups of cities of 
the state proceed to the organiza-

“You don't understand my fa¬ 
ther," boys suy to me. “He Isn't 
Interested in me and he'd never 
forgive me if I get into trouble.” 

But the boy Is wrong, for the fa¬ 
ther always does cure. Sometimes 
I think It might be a good tiling 
for tlie boy to get into some real 
trouble Just to show what a olutf 
und a hypocrisy fatherly indiffer¬ 
ence really is.

COLD OFFERS CHALLENGE TO M. D.’S

N OWHERE else Oil earth has the slogan 
or catch-phrase reached as high a stage 
of development as in the United States, 
says an exchange. By the same token the 
slogan does not play as considerable a part 
in the commercial, political and civic life of 
other peoples as it does of the Americans. 

None will deny the value of the catch- 
phrase in national advertising and even in 
local commercialism. Everybody knows to 
what particular product you refer when you 
say “Babies cry for it,” “There’s always a 
picture ahead,” “His Master’s Voice,” “Is 
there a little fairy in your home?” and 
many other similar advertising slogans. In 
fact, few nationally known products are 
not sold under a copyrighted trade-phrase. 
Do you know of an automobile, from the 
cheapest to the most formidably priced, 
that can not he singled out by some slogan? 1 
To think of one would be as difficult as 
finding a sloganless soap or city. 

It is irrefutable that slogans sell where 
nothing else will, hut it would he unjust to; 
the public to say that it takes catch-phrases 
at their word. Barmwn annually proclaimed 
his circus as “bigger and better than ever,” 
and his successors are emulating him today 
but nobody goes to the circus because of 
this “slight exaggeration.” The catch-phrase 
or advertising slogan is as'much a part of 
American business methods as advertising 
itself. There is nothing illegitimate or re¬ 
prehensible in the instituton, but its power 
as a salesman is almost superhuman.

Common Idea 
of Drowning’ 
Is Disputed

‘ There i.- on water in the lungs 
of a drowned person.” This state¬ 
ment is made by Edwin H. Car- 
roll, western director of Red Cross 
First Aid and Life Saving, who 
will conduct the Red Cross insti¬ 
tute at Balboa from May 30 to 
June 6. 

“People should get over the idea 
of rolling a person on a barrel 
to rescue him from drowning. 
The water does not go to the 
lungs. The same apparatus that 
keeps the food from entering the 
lungs keeps the water from do¬ 
ing so. One cannot breathe and 
swallow at the same time. A 
drowned person is merely a suf¬ 
focated one. His wind has been 
cut off by the enforced continu¬ 
ous swallowing of water, hut th -1 
water is in t lie stomach, not in 
the lungs, so that any effort to 
remove water from the lungs, sum 
as by rolling on a barrel, is a 
waste of time. 

1 se Natural Methods 

"The best method to resore 
breathing is to press down on the 
patient’s short lilts, then release 
them. The arms should lie snap¬ 
ped down and hack at a rate if 
twelve to fifteen times a minute. 
This should lie kept up until the 
patient begins to breathe normal¬ 
ly. Every person should realize 
that his own two hands are the 
most effective instruments theie 
are for restoring life to a suffo¬ 
cated person.

They 
brought out a pair of duelling pis¬ 
tols supposed to be of French 
origin which could be adjusted 
with great nicety, and the trigger 
of Broderick’s pistol was so set 
that the slightest touch would 
discharge the weapon. Thus on 
the order to fire, the bullet from 
Broderick’s revolver went into the 
ground nine or ten feet in front 
of him, while Terry’s shot struck 
his adversary in the right lung. 

Broderick Called a Martyr 


State Printer John E. King 
keeps his hand in newspaper work 
by writing an entertaining coi¬ 
ning from Sacramento to his 
home paper, the Hemet News. It 
is devoted usually to current polit¬ 
ical developments, but he delved 
recently into some old time pol¬ 
itics of the period which saw the 
last of duelling in California. The 
incidents related are so frequent¬ 
ly referred to that most people 
have heard of them, but know 
little of the actual story. Hence, 
Mr. King’s narrative is reprinted 
here: 

California was a long time 
throwing off the shackles of bar 
baric practices, and it was not un¬ 
til 1865 that (lie new state had 
witnessed the last of its political 
duels. Many years earlier the 
duel had been proscribe and out¬ 
lawed in the more civilized states 
of the East, hut California was 
still undergoing the growing pains 
of rapid development, and the 
careless and easy modes of life 
made singular appeal to the dar¬ 
ing and fearless souls from all 
parts of the nation. 

Piercy-Showalter 

The last duel involving persons 
of importance in the political life 
of the state took place in May, 
1861, when Charles W. Piercy, 
assemblyman from San Bernardino 
county challenged Daniel Show- 
alter, assemblyman from Mariposa 
county, and Piercy was killed.

Broderick-Tcrry 

The most notable duel in Cal¬ 
ifornia, and possibly the most, 
notable in the United States with 
the exception of the Burr-Ham- 
ilton duel, was fought between 
United States Senator David C. 

Broderick and Chief Justice David 
S. Terry on September t.’i, 1859. 

When the Democratic party split 
in the late 50’s on the slavery 
question, Broderick by reason of 
Ids ability as an orator and his 
adroitness as a politician naturally 
became the leader of the union 
faction officially designated as the 
Kecompton Democrats, who were 
followers of Stephen A. Dougin . 

Terry, a fiery Southerner of 
marked ability, was leader of the 
anti Lecomptonites, who were pre¬ 
paring to take California into the 
Southern Confederacy in the event 
of secession. 

Terry resigned as chief justice 
a few months before the expira¬ 
tion of his term of office, and , 
deliberately sought a quarrel with 
Broderick.

It appears that Pier¬ 
cy, who was a Union Democrat, 
had been in the caucus that nom¬ 
inated Nugent, but afterwards an¬ 
nounced that he would not vote 
for, him because be had found that 
Nugent was not sound on tho 
Union question. Showalter, who 
though horn in Pennsylvania, was 
in favor af slavery and secession, 
took exception to Piercy’- declara¬ 
tion. Subsequently Piercy voted 
for the Union resolutions and ob 
jected to Showalter’s being al¬ 
lowed to explain his vote again it 
them. The result was that Show¬ 
alter insulted Piercy, and Piercy 
challenged him. 

Union Men Killed 

The hostile meeting took place 
on the afternoon of Saturday, 
May 25, near the residence of 
Charles S. Fairfax, about three 
miles west of San Rafael, Marin 
county. The weapons were rilles 
id forty yards distance. The first 
fire was ineffective. Showalter de¬ 
manded another, and on the sec¬ 
ond fire shot Piercy in the moutn 
and killed him.
